Responsible spokesmen of both America and China believe 
the open door in China at length has been thrown ajar. By adop­ 
tion of the primary provisions of the Hughes resolution conces­ 
sion freebootery in China, with its graft, corruption and intrigues 
is held to have been brought to an end. 
Rejection of the retroactive clause of the Hughes scheme is 
deplored. 
Its disappearance probably means the Washington 
Conference will attempt neither review nor revision of Japan’s 
twenty-one demands. 
Failure of British diplomacy to support 
the retroactive provision doomed it. With Japan asking tor its 
emasculation and Great Britain proposing its entire cancellation j 
the late of any purely American fight for its adoption was sealed. 
France, like Japan and Great Britain, has “vested interests” j 
in China that it would rather not have “investigated and re­ 
ported upon” by any board of reference. 
The United States 
would have had to make its fight for retroaction alone except j 
for the help of Italy. It would have been love’s labor lost. 
Secretary Hughes and China’s friends in Washington are 
strongly of the opinion immensely more had been gained than for­ 
feited in laping down rules for the future good behavior by the 
Powers in China. WTith the country in the throes of reconstruc­ 
tion and rebellion, opportunities for international loot at Pekin I 
and Canton, to say nothing of the eighteen or twenty provincial 
capitals, were never so tempting as they are today. 
The Hughes amplification of the Hay policy has made the 
pursuit of those opportunities a vain pastime. The old game of 
grabbing while the grabbing was good is to stop. China herself 
is pledged to abandon the policy of trafficking in whatever foreign 
Government or corporation greased palms the most profusely. 
Only optimists in Washington profess faith that an 
era 
of 
Chinese economic utopia has been ushered in. 
John Hay had said it all in 1809. As a matter of fact, not, 
one nation of the proposed signers has ever gone out of its way ( 
to question or deny the justice of the “open door.” 
Just the 
same, it generally has been violated.

Europe this year will require huge imports of 
American 
foodstuffs, the Department of Agriculture announced in making 
public a summary of the report of G. Y. Warren and W. Y. Cal­ 
lander, who returned recently after making a study of European 
agricultural and market conditions. Germany alone, it was said, 
will need 2,000,000 tons of imported foods before the next harvest, 
and the United Kingdom, France, 
the Scandinavian countries, ? 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, Italy and Switzerland are looking to ; 
America for great quantities to supplement their own supplies. 
Excellent yields of wheat and rye were obtained before the 
severe drought of last spring developed, the investigators report­ 
ed, but barley, qats, corn, potatoes, sugar beets and fodder crops 
were extensively damaged. Pasturage was so severely affected in 
some countries, it was said, that livestock was sold off, with a 
resultant depression of meat markets, and the drought delayed 
planting of winter wheat and caused a reduction in acreage.
